not only be able to protect our own poffeflions, but alfo wreck 
ample vengeence upon our combined foes, who fondly flatter 
themfelves in the hope of aggrandizing themfelves with the 
fpoils of our ruin.

fels that chanced ‘to ‘come that yay, and after having fent the 
captured fhips to Holland; would himfelf take fhelter in the 
nearelt Swedith port. Notwitiftanding the repeated inuma- 
tions conveyed tu him by the Governor of Gottenburgh, to de- 
fift from a condué fo repugnam to the King’s orders, founded 
on his. Majefty’s perfect neutrdity, in regard to the belligerent 
powers, he has continued to coroborate the appearances which 
are already depofed ftrongly aganit him, by his frequent egrefs 
and regrefs to and from the hid ports. ‘To thefe fafficious 
meafures the faid Kullberg hasadded a conduc {till more re- 
prehenfible, by committing and encouraging his crew to be 
guilty of viokences practifed agjinft his Majetty’s loyal fubjects, 
fometimes by refufing to pay the  coalting pilots whenever he 
employed any, till compelled todo them jultice ; fometimes by 
taking the fifbing fmacks and tackles during the temporary aby 
fence of their owners, as was proved by feveral of fuch {token 
goods being found onboard his fhip... His Majetty, however, 
would not infift with the Sates General upon the Captain's 
being fuitabdly Regifhed, will Ne bed qoaduct ftood proved ~ 
means, with a full conferees wf the above facts, to receive 
intelligence of a fieth violence 5 one of a fie more heinous na- 
ture has, however, been attempted by the faid Kullberg, in the 
very dominions of his Majefty, and, in committing of which, 
faid Kallberg was’ countenanced and aflifted by a thip of war, 
which, upon the unantmoes depofitions of witnefles, appears to 
be a frigate belonging to the Dutch navy. : 

* On the 4th init. feveral Englith merchantmen.obferving,

‘The latter, feeing that they were going to lofe their 
prey, ftrerched out all their canvas, and poured inceffant broad- 
fides upon the two Englith veffels, whofe officers, fearing left 
their hips fhould be fupk, and being then three miles within 
his Maje(ty’s dominions, and about a quarter of a mile from 
fhore, came to an anchor, in full perfuafion that the enemy 
would give up the chace; yet perceiving the contrary to be the 
cafe, and that they kept wp their firing, the Englith took to 
their boats, and landed juft in time to fee their ships captured 
and carried away. . 

« Thefe are itubborn’and fully authenticated faéts: above

Let the word yesorornzanr sy 
there ufed in the original, determine, __ Ibvery {chgol-boy thas 
can uf a-Greck lexicon, can fee, at firit glance, that it figni- 
fies, d chufe hy fufrages, or voter. The word was taken from 
the cuftom of the Grecks at public elections, who, on thefe oc- 
cafions, gave their votes by {tretching out.or lifting up their 
hands. When this word is applied to God, there can be no 
vote, as in Aéts x. 42. but, when applicd to men, it implies a 
vote, or choice by vote, as in,2. Cor. Vit, 19s Now, by 
whofe’ vore or fuffrage were thefe chofen? Did Pas] and Bar- 
nabas difpute this matter between them,. as: they did another, 
fome time after? If fo, it was lucky they-agreed better than 
they did the next time. Or, is it not plain, from the fignifica- 
tion of the word, that they confilted the people in this matter? 
Not to weary the patience of the Public, I {half produce fome 
human authorities of confiderable weight, for the above fenfe 
and application of the word: And though tranflations of the 
Bible are not to be equalled to the original, yet they are of 
weight here. I prey therefore, to the French Bible, where 
the words are, Ef ‘apres, que par Pavis des affemblées, ils 
eurent eftabli des anciens par chaque eglife: In English thus, 
«* And after that, by the advice of the aflembly, they had. efta- 
¢ blifhed them elders in every charch.” And to the Latin, 
verfion, commonly ufed among Proteftants, Quumque ipfd per 
fuffragia creafent per fingulas ecclefias preftyteror 3 that is, 
<¢ When they had by votes conftituted for them.elders in every 
& church... Erafmas ad ye. explaitis the word, of chufing by 
votes ; Calvin, of chufing by the people 5 while Paul and Bar- 
nabas acted as moderators to prevent confufion.. Dr Ham- 
mond ad Joc. acknowledges, that to chufe by votes, is the pri- 
mary fenfe of the word, though he evades the argument taken 
from that fenfé. Finally, I appeal to Grotius ad /oc. who wilt 
readily be fultained by many of our opponents, as one of the 
belt critics. ». He fayeg the word is meant of election ; and a- 
gain, “ that is probable the prefent eleétion was made with the 
« confent of the people, from what we have in a matter of lefs 
* confequence,” Acts vi 2.+—4- 

I thall now confider fome objections that have been offered 
dgain(t the opinion here maintained. I am furprifed to fee 
your correfpondent G. C. wreft Paul’s reproef of thefe caufe- 
lefs fchifms in the Corinthian Church, meationed 1. Cor. iii. 
3, 4. to a condemning of popular election. This paffage re- 
jates neither to the eleétion nor ordination of minifters, nay, 
nor even to the hearing of them. For neither Paul nor Ce- 
phas, i. e. Peter nor Chrift, were at Corinth in perfon at this 
time, nor yet Apollos, 1. Cor. xvi. 12. But, as appears from 
this and the fecond epiltle, falfe teachers, probably from Judea, 
had fet up at Corinth. To acquire credit, or, perhaps, money, 
thefe pretended to derive their doétrines and authority, fome 
from Peter, and fome from Chrift ; they denied Paul’s autho- 
rity, and drew a party afterthem. Same time, others, pofhi- 
bly natives of Corinth, frorh no better motives, oppofed them, 
and maintained the dignity, fome of Paul, and fome of Apollos, 

from whom they pretended to derive their authority. Both 
parties are violent, and the debate ends in a {chifm. But wha 
fiys this againft popular election? 

But granting, for argument’s fake, as G. C. infinuates, that 
what Paul here meant to reprove was the caprice of the Corin- r 
thians, who, from humour or intereft, ‘¢ attached themfelves to 
«one paltor rather than another ;” will he fay, that all that 
make a difference among minilters are led by the fame caprice? 
He mutt prove this, or he proves nothing. And, if he proves 
this, (if I miftake not his fignature) he is a {chifmatic himfelf, 
and fo are all Proteftants 5 and we ought all to have continued 
under the infpection of the bifhop of Rume. Who doubts bur 
many are too much led by £aprice in their attachment to fome 
mini{ters ?. Or, who will deny that popular election may be a- 
bufed ; yea, and that, through faction or intereft, a bad man 
may be preferred to a good, even though popular election were 
again eftablithed ? See 2. Tim. iv, 3. a text much more to G. 
C.’s purpofe than 1. Cor. iii, But muft we, in order to avoid 
the abufe of an ordinance, abolifh it? Then we may give up 
with all diyine inftitutions ; for they are all, lefs or more, abu- 
fed by fome. 

Again, G. C. harps much on it, that Paul’s injunétions, a- 
bont ordination of elders or bifhops, to Timothy and Titus, re- 
late chiefly to what fhould be their qualifications and eharacter ; 
and that he makes no mention of their election by the people. 
But to this it is replied, that there was the greateft reafon for 
his infifting mainly on qualifications, as thefe are the main 
thing that makes one a minifter ; and becaufe neither the calf 
of the people, prefentation of a patron, nor ordination by bifhop 
or prefbytery, can make one a minifter in God’s fight, that is 
cither deftitute of pulpit talents, or immoral in his pradtice. A 
hypocrite may be a fent minifter ; but one deftitute of gifts and 
fobriety never can. As Paul thenknew, that the fuccefs of 
the gofpel depended chiefly on the character and qualifications

mothy and Titus of the necefluy of a diligent enquiry into 
thefe. But is G. C. fu weak as not to fee, that thefe things 
were wrote to be communicated to the people for their direc-. | 
tion, as well as to dire& "limothy and 'Firus? Let him tread 1. 
Tim, iv, 6. or rather all-the shree epiftles referred to, and he 
will fee, that the moft of what was wrote was equally defigned 
for both purpofes. Toes not Paul-plainly intimate ‘to Titus, 
Tir. i. 5. that he had already given him particular imftrudtions 
as to the form of proceeding? Does not the word in the-origi- 
nal convey this idea? In_fine, what oecafion had they for a 
articular order to confule the people, when’ they had doubtlefs 
bie fo many clections before; and knew the form ; and when 
they. could.nos fo mich ag know’ the charaéters ‘of the candi- 
dates without confalting theni 2 ’ ss 
By this time, I prefume, we have feer, that popular election 
has the fanétion of apottolie~eeamfplé. IT doubt much if the 
warrants for infant baptifm and the change of the Sabbath, are 
ticles adopted’ by us all, ean be better itiftracted® from fcripture. 
The deduGions to be niade ‘from what has been fuid, I leave to 
the impartiwk Public. Puy aT 
Should any attempt to overthrow my reafoning, ir fhall give 
me no pain : I pretend not to infallibility, bat lic open to con- 
vition. ‘Fhere is one arzument, however, that offers fair to 
fettle this debate, which I have not yet mentioned. It_ is, ta- 
ken from the right of private judgment, as to the doctrines of 
the clergy, which belongs to the whole Chriftian laity. ‘The 
Bereans are. commended for trying’ Pauls do€trine- by the 
feriptmes, A&s xvii, pr. ‘Chriftiany are commanded to try 
the fpirits, and not to believe every fpirit, becaufe many falle 
prophets are gone out into the world’; t. John iy, 1. and to 
beware of talle prophets, Marr, vii: 15. Now, from the right 
of judgment undoubredly. follows the right of Creice, or of 
ating agreeably to that jadgment; whieli’ is alfo clear from 
icyipture ; for there itis rpg thar fome pretended, clergy- 
men may-be fo very grofs, that the Chriflian laity are bound 
to: vefufe shem for their fpiritaal guides,’ 2.
